Columbus, Dec. 11.—Fears that the 


fuel shortage in Ohio would become 
more serious were dispelled today with 
the promised resumption immediately 
of coal mining in this state. 


State officials of the United Mine 


workers had not arrived here from In- 
dianapolis this morning and nothing 
definite was known as to how soon the 
Ohio coal miners would, receive the of- 
ficial order to resume work. . 
It 'was believed in coal mining circles 


however that the miners would obey 
strictly the latest order of their union 
officials, and that by the .first of next 
week all mines would be operating to 
the full limit of capacity. 


Miners in Jefferson county did not 
return to the mines today but union 
officials were quoted as saying that 
most of the me nwere satisfied, with 
the adjustment made at Indianapolis 
yesterday. 
Machine men will enter 
the mines tomorrow morning, the miners 
will return to work Saturday morning 
and coal will be marketed from the 
mines next Monday morning. 


NONE RESUMES IN 


PITTSBURGH DISTRICT 


Pittsburgh, 
Dec. 11.—Not a union 


mine in the Pittsburgh district resumed 
operations today as a result of the ac- 
tion taken by the United Mine Workers 
of America in Indianapolis yesterday, 
but it was confidentially expressed that- 
the men would be back to work not later 
than Monday.

Replying to a. telegram from Attor- 


ney General Palmer, announcing the 
acceptance of the presidents proposal, 
the governor gave full assurance of co- 
operation on the part of the state gov- 
ernment to secure immediate resump- 
tion of operations, in all districts, upon 
the basis which obtained October 31, 
except as to wages, which are to be 
14 per cent higher than, at that date. 
"We hare every confidence," said 
the governor,, "that the commission 
appointee! by the president will arrive 
at the vital facts in the whole contro- 
versy and that is what every body 
wants. 
We are all thoroughly assur- 


ed that President Wilson will see to it 
that every interest has its rights pro- 
tected:" 
"We hope that all the miners in Ohio 


will be at work tomorrow." said John 
Mooije, president of the 
Ohio miners

Chicago, Dec. 11.—Relief from the 


most serious coal shortage ever known 
today was in sight. No immediate re- 


! laxation of the rigid fuel conservation 
! measures w.as in prospect, but the re- 
jturn to the,mines of the first of the ap- 
jproximat^ly 
400,000 bituminous coal 
'miners, ending a 40 days' strike, and 
abatement, except in the east and far 
northwest, of the severe weather of the 
past'two days held forth hope for a. 
rapid return to normal conditions. At 
some of'the mines delays in resumption 
of production after acceptance yester- 
day at Indianapolis of the proposal of 
President Wilson for settling the strike 
were;in prospect. 
Recalcitrant work- 


ers were expected to be few, however, 
and the more optimistic observers be- 
lieved that by tomorrow night, the mines 
would be yielding 75 per cent of a nor- 
mal output. 


Thousands of empty coal cars today 


were on sidings at the mines in readi- 
ness to be rushed to the most needy 
sections as soon as loads were available. 
Relief for some points, however, faced 
delay because of almost unprecedented 
snowfall. 
In the plains states railroad 


traffic was badly disrupted by snow 
drifts and in the Pacific northwest, 
where nearly 40 hours of uninterrupted 
snowfall was recorded, conditions were 
worse. 


Throughout the central area the sub- 
zero temperatures that yesterday in 
many places established unseasonable 
-records,- today had given away to milder 
temperatures and lessened the sacrifice 
coal saving- entailed. 
Denver led the upward trend of the 
mercury with a G2 degree range from 12 
.below zero to 50 above. At other places 
the moderation jvas less marked. 
Except in the'"Illinois fields where it 


was said by bn,e union leader that the 
men had looked forward to a 31 per 
cent increase and .in Montana where the 
^district president said the miners wo.uld 
not return to work as long as soldiers 
remained in the coal fields, the -.chief 
delay in resuming work today was ex- 
pected.-to result from district and local 
leaders awaiting receipt of the telegram 
from the international officers notifying- 
them of the ending of the strike. In the 
Pittsburgh district, it was said nothing 
would be done toward calling the 42,000 
miners there'back to work until the of- 
ficial notice had been received. 
Such 


notice was despatched to the locals by 
John 1!. Lewis, acting president, im- 
mediately after acceptance of President 
Wilson's proposal. 
Generally the mines were in condition 


to be'-worked immediately. The New 
England states today felt for the first

American Buys Franklin Portrait. 
A portrait of Benjamin Franklin, 


painted in Paris in 1778 by. Joseph Si- 
frede Dupjessis, ant* showing him as 
the' American 
ambassador 
whom 


Parisians of that period knew, has ar- 
rived in this country, trie property of 
Michael -Friedsam, the New York Eve- 
ning Post states. Franklin presented 
the portrait to the Freres Perier, en- 
gineers and owners of the Ghaillot fire 
engine, when be left France, and it 
was from the Perier family that Mr. 
Friedsam purchased it this year. 


The portrait, whose gorgeous frame 


of. the period is carved in the form of a 
serpent, is said to be typical of- the 
best work of Duplessis, who was made 
a member of the academy in 1774, and 
W;»s later appointed conservator of the 
museum of Versailles. In Versailles is 
a street called Duplessis, and a .statue 
of him stands in a public square of the 
city. 


Only Live Okapi in Captivity. 


The only live okapi in captivity has 


been brought to Antwerp from-the 
Congo. The okapi is the survivor of a 
distant ancestor of the giraffe. An 
adult stands about five feet high, and 
although it has the general shape of 
the giraffe, its neck is relatively 
shorter and its forelegs are not so high 
in proportion to the hindquarters. 


The sides of the animal's head are 


light fawn color and the general color- 
ation of the body is a dark purple. 
The most striking characteristic is 
that the rump, and the upper part of 
the legs are transversely striped with 
black and white. It was first known 
in 1901, having been found in the 
Semliki forest; haunting low under- 
growth and swamps.
